ach issue Hit Parader sojourns 

back in time with a rock and 
roll star to learn about his forma- 
tive years. This month’s time trav- 
eler is Queensryche’s leather- 
lunged vocalist Geoff Tate. 


Tacoma, Washington, is similar to the 
rest of the United States when it comes 
to music. People become partial to the 
standard FM stuff that’s played repeat- 
edly, and there’s an emotional bond 
with the bands that have emerged from 
Washington State. When Queensryche’s 
vocalist Geoff Tate was growing up in 
that Northwestern creative mecca, local 
bands that had made it included groups 
like Paul Revere and the Raiders, Jimi 
Hendrix, and Heart . 5 

Couple the local boys with the radio 
mainstays of the time, groups like the 
Beatles and the Rolling Stones, and you 
had Geoff's musical roots. If you knew 
Geoff way back then, you'd always 
catch him singing, but not in a rock 
band. In the pre-Queensryche days, 
Geoff sang rock and roll while he show- 
ered or when he took out the trash. 

“I've always sung, at least since | was 
nine years old,” Geoff notes. “I sang in 
the church choir, the school choir, and 
in my room to records. | enjoyed 
singing, it made me feel good.” 

The first album Geoff purchased 
was Crosby, Stills & Nash’s So Far. 

“| really liked their harmony work. 
I've always been a real acoustic guitar 
fan,” observes Geoff. 

Although he'd seemingly been singing 
forever, and people were always prais- 
ing him for his vocal ability, it wasn’t 
until after high school that Geoff first 
sang in a rock and roll situation. 

“My grandmother took off for the 
summer and she let me stay in her 
house,” Geoff recalls. “| had some 
friends who were in a band and they 
needed a place to rehearse, so | volun- 
teered my grandmother's front room. I'd 
sit and watch them every day. Their 
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singer came down with mononucleosis 
and went into the hospital for six 
months, and they didn’t have a singer. 
The guitar player asked me if I'd sing 
because he'd heard me singing around 
the house. That was the first time | real- 
ly picked up a microphone.” 


Although Geoff was a master tenor in 
the shower, and could easily deal with 
serenading a small crowd of friends 
thanks to his years in the choir, the 
microphone was a strange new element. 

“Boy, that was an experience,” Geoff 
relates. “All of a sudden you've got this 
thing that can amplify your voice ten 
times. It was wild.” 

With a few key personnel changes, the 
living room jam band evolved into a 
contingent called The Mob. Through 
connections, they garnered some studio 
time, and made a tape. Courtesy of the 


song, Queen Of The_ Ryche, 
Queensryche got their name. Thanks to 
their early managers, Kim and Diana 
Harris, the Queensryche EP came into 
existence. Among other reasons, the 
self-published EP (it’s on 206 Records) is 
significant for being Geoff's recording 
debut. 

“Recording was offputting at 
first,” Geoff admits. “The tone of 
your voice is something you don’t 

really think about for speaking, but 
when you get it on tape and you listen 
back to it it’s quite an eye opening 
experience until you get adjusted to it.” 

Geoff revealed that the first time he 
heard himself on tape he “didn’t like 
the sound of it. | probably spent quite a 
while adjusting knobs here and there to 
try and get it to sound the way | 
thought it should be.” 

Five albums down the line, Geoff is 
still particular about the way he sounds 
on tape. “I still like to adjust my vocal 
tones | get in the studio,” he concludes.

antera doesn’t just play the power 

groove, they live and breathe it. You 
see, the power groove isn’t just the way 
lead singer Philip Anselmo, guitarist 
Diamond Darrell, bassist Rex and drummer 
Vinnie Paul perform their thunderous, 
aggressive, energy-packed brand of 
metal, it's their way of life, as we learned 
when we caught up with these Texas- 
based rockers when they took a break 
from their tour with Skid Row to talk about 
their latest release, A Vulgar Display Of 
Power. 

It's been an incredible year for Pantera. In 
early 1991, they thrashed their way across 
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Europe with veteran performer Judas 
Priest, spent a Saturday in September play- 
ing a historic concert in Russia with the 
Black Crowes, Metallica and AC/DC and 
garnered the Foundations Forum Award 
for Best New Band last October. 

But the guys don’t seem to really want to 
talk about the past. It’s not that they’re not 
happy with the way things have been pro- 
gressing for them since the debut of their 
major label release, Cowboys From Hell. 
They'd just much rather discuss the future 
of Pantera, or better yet, let the music 
speak for itself. In fact, the new songs on A 
Vulgar Display Of Power like the first 
single, Mouth For War, This Love, Rise and 
Live In A Hole are raw, heavy, in-your-face 
— pure Pantera. Check out what Vinnie, 
Phil, Darrell and Rex have to say about their 
1992 attack on the metal world. 


Hit Parader: How do you feel about the 
new disc? 

Philip Anselmo: We really feel positive 
about it. It will be very well received by our 
fan base. It doesn't stray so far away from 
our old material to lose anyone. We're still 
laying the foundation of what we're about 
— the most powerful band around. 

HP: Have you done anything different on 
this album? 

PA: My vocal style. I’m not doing stuff on 
this record that | can’t do live. We've writ- 
ten the riffs and the soul, gut feeling that’s 
gonna come across live to our people — 
the best, most vicious, rabid fans in music 
today. 

se Can you describe some of the materi- 
al? 


PA: It’s truth, reality. And it’s done in a 
way that’s so up front. Take another band 
that would write about a problem in the 
world, like nuclear war or drugs. We write 
about stuff that gets under our skin from 
day to day, stuff that happens to every- 


HP: Why did you choose Mouth For War as 
the first single and video? 

Vinnie Paul: That's just the one that felt 
right. There’s a bunch of songs that we felt 
could be the first single but that one 
seemed to have all the Pantera ingredients 
— the killer groove, stuff like that. 

HP: What are some of your other favorite 
tracks? 

VP: This Love is my favorite song. It totally 
blows Cemetery Gates away. It’s a very real 
song. It’s got the mood swings in it — it's 
nice and melodic and then it kills. That's 
gonna be the second single. And then the 
third will probably be Walk or No Good. 
HP: Cowboys From Hell had such a 
“live” feel to it. How do you capture that 
on tape? 

PA: It's tough. I’ve tried to do my stuff 
pretty much on first take. You know, a lot 
of people say, “The album's pretty good 
and shit, but Jesus, live, that’s where it's 
at.” 

Rex: That's our biggest asset, our live 
show. 

HP: For people who haven't seen you per- 


form, what's a Pantera show like? 
PA: There’s a lot of bands that just come 
up lackluster live and their shows are not 
all you'd want to pay your money for. 
We're into the reality of it all. We're one of 
the few bands that truly sweat out there.

Certainly the 
delay in his tour | 
had little effect on 
the sales of Ozzy's — 
latest album, No 
More Tears. 
Ignited by such 
songs as Mr. 
Tinkertrain and the 
title track, the 
record rocketed out 
of the starting 
gate, passing the 
million sales — 
plateau only weeks 
after its release. 
Still, the ever-enig- 
matic Ozzy didn’t 
seem totally satis- 
fied with the 
album’s showing. 
And ever the show- 
man, he thought | 
he had a plan that 
could really ring up — 
the sales figures. 

“If | die, the | 
record would prob- — 
ably sell three times — 
the number of | 
copies,” he said © 
with straight-faced ~~“ 
sincerity.

Ozzy’s somewhat morbid perspective 
could stem from a number of sources; 
his injury, the fact that Theatre Of 


Madness has been billed as his. 


“farewell” tour, and the recent death of 
Queen vocalist Freddy Mercury, which 
was Said to have had a major impact on 
Osbourne. Of course, in regard to his 
current tour really being his last, Ozzy 
- has wavered a number of times, prefer- 
ring to take each day as it comes, and 
letting tomorrow take care of itself.

“Who knows what will happen tomor- 
row?” he said. “You can’t worry about 
it either. That’s my new attitude. I've 
worked hard to get myself in good phys- 
ical condition, and fairly good mental 
condition as well.

Hit Parader: It's been a long time since 
we heard some new music from Tora 
Tora.

But just when we were get- 
ting down to serious things like picking 
the cover art work, our record label said, 
‘Hey, maybe it would be a good idea to 
wait until April to release the record.’ 
Their logic was that a lot of very big 
bands were releasing albums in 
September. If we waited we could have 
the field almost all to ourselves— and 
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e we wanted the whole band involved in the writing process.”

40 of ‘em— that was almost like the 
Rolling Stones. I’m not saying we're the 
Rolling Stones, it's just that some of the 
music sounds like them, especially the 
ones with the horn sections. 

HP: Tell us about the songs with the 


horns. 

AC: The most interesting one is probably 
Dead Man’s Hand which is a song we co- 
wrote with Stan Lynch, who’s in Tom 
Petty’s band. We had the Memphis Horns, 
who are really a legendary group of musi- 
cians, come into the studio and work with 
us on that one, that was really a trip. To 
be kids from Memphis, and have the 
Memphis Horns work with us, in this city’s 
most famous studio, Ardent, is really 
unbelievable! 


HP: A lot of famous bands have worked 
at Ardent over the years, haven't they?

Page’s 1989 solo album had been a disap- 
pointment on both an artistic and commercial level, and his 
previous band, The Firm, had also failed to light sales fires 
despite the presence of former Free and Bad Company vocalist 
Paul Rodgers. So what made these two veteran rockers think 
they could revitalize their careers by working together? Was it 
ego? Nah, it was a sincere belief that they could capture the 
magic of classic British hard rock that’s been missing from the 
music scene since Zeppelin’s demise.

Ted's Bogus Journey (and plays on 
FNM’s new song The Perfect Crime, as 
well as other musical cues included in the 
film's soundtrack). Drummer Mike Bordin 
has done some guest drumwork on the 
Primus album, Sailing The Seas Of 
Cheese. Keyboardist Roddy Bottum has 
been expanding his keyboard equipment 
set-up, creating the new computerized 
programs and samples used on the new 
FNM release. He, too, has contributed 
musically to other bands’ projects, namely 
Field Trip’s new album. 

But perhaps the most interesting side 
project that Faith No More members have 
been involved in has been instigated by 
bassist Billy Gould, who, in addition to 
producing demos for unsigned “buzz” 
bands in California, such as Mexican 
thrashers Brujeria and the punk-edged 
White Trash Debutante, has taken up the 
task of video director and world music 
record producer. 

Wearing the director and cameraman’s 
hats, Billy is among the few rock musi- 
cians who produce, direct and perform in 


-a music video.. The completed piece is for 


the song Surprise! You're Dead, from the 
platinum-plus FNM album, The Real 
Thing. Compiling reels and reels of 
footage on his personal video camcorder 
of backstage antics, Bill captured horrific 
street scenes of various cities FNM visited 
on tour, and sundry pranks the band- 
members played on each other, as well as 
unsuspecting passersby. Shot in black 
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and white during the Faith No More 
world tour of 1990 and 199], the video has 
been produced in two versions—one Billy 
calls “The X-rated version,” which much 
to the chagrin of FNM’s label, video exec- 
utives, managers and fellow bandmem- 
bers, contains some rather lurid scenes 
and assorted taboo. The “PG” version 
will still contain some unusual images, but 
will be more acceptable to the general 
viewing public, should the video be taken 
to various national music video outlets. If 
this revised video is still deemed too racy 
for mass consumption, the original uncut 
version will be considered for release on a 
future Faith No More home video project, 
in conjunction with the new LP. 

Meanwhile, Billy has just returned from 
venturing into the world of the Samoan 
tribes of Polynesia. On a two-week stint 
with Faith No More album co-producer, 
Matt Wallace, Billy traveled with suitcases 
stuffed with batteries (“The power system 
down there is really terrible,” describes 
Billy) and blank cassette tapes, roaming 
from little township to township across 
Western Samoa, recording the music of 
the Samoan people—which, as it turns 
out, is very strictly based on Christian 
choral music. 

“| have a friend of my family who's a 
Catholic missionary,” he said, “and years 
ago—| think | was nine at the time—he 
had brought a group of natives from 
Samoa to see the Pope in Rome. He 
brought with him examples of the choirs

The next step is now to shop the 
record. “We've gotten some interest 
from Peter Gabriel and David Byrne, who 
both have their own world music labels,” 
says Billy. “But it's gonna get out—even 
if | have to put it out myself. Matt and | 
are going to go back and tape more 
music. We would've done more this 
time, but we ran out of batteries.” 

Overall, the effort is a very diplomatic 
one, perhaps one that even Billy had no 
idea of the magnitude that it would take. 
“I'm very excited about getting their 
music out into the world. It'll make them 
even more proud of their culture. It’s 
become a political thing as much as a 
musical thing, and ! didn’t realize that 
until | got there.” 
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Bangalore Choir; an interesting 
moniker for a rock and roll band. 
Actually, the word “bangalore” is a syn- 
onym for torpedo, especially those uti- 
lized to explode buried land mines. 
When combined with the word “choir” 
you get the idea about the explosive 
musical attack presented by vocalist 
David Reece, guitarists Curt Mitchell and 
John Kirk, bassist lan Mayo and drummer 
Jackie Ramos. On their debut LP, On 
Target, these boys show they've got the 
goods needed to carry them to the top. 

The band formed in 1991 when Reece 
(who had briefly replaced Udo 
Dirkschneider in Accept during that 
band’s final days) hooked up with guitar 
masters Mitchell and Kirk, both of whom 
had been part of a Reno-based unit 
called Razor Maid. It was an instant 
admiration society from day one. 

“Both of these guys can make the skin 
stand up on the back of your neck,” 
Reece said. “! had taken out ads looking 
for a lead guitarist after | left Accept, and 
believe it or not, | got over 2,000 tapes. 
But when | heard Curt | knew | had 
found the guy | was looking for. He’s 
definitely the ‘gunslinger’ of the ‘90s.” 

Shortly thereafter, Bangalore Choir’s 
main men met up with Mayo and 
Ramos, fresh from their stint with 
Herricane Alice. Soon the quintet set 
about writing songs, three of which they 
featured during a showcase gig that 
landed them their record deal. Soon the 
band found themselves in the recording 
studio with noted producer Max Norman 
(of Ozzy Osbourne fame), laying down 
such tracks as Good Die Young, Loaded 
Gun, and the Jon Bon Jovi-penned Doin’ 
The Dance. With On Target, this group

“The music we make is exciting,” 
Reece said. “That’s the best word for it. 
It’s not the carbon copy rock sound. It’s 
something new and different— but it 
has some classic elements in it as well.”

Memphis, the members of Roxy Blue 
knew they were headed for the big 
time. Vocalist Todd Poole, guitarist 
Sid “Boogie” Fletcher, bassist Josh 
Weil and drummer Scotty T never 
skimped on their lights, their gear or 
their stage outfits. Even in the tiniest 
club, in their minds they were head- 
lining Madison Square Garden. 

“From the start we wanted to be an 
arena band,” Weil said. “We were 
never a ‘tip your waitress’ group, 
even when we first started out.” 

Roxy Blue’s “big time” attitude has 
now paid off with the band’s debut 
LP now. available. Their instantly 
accessible, yet hard hitting style 
seems tailor made for the demanding

Signed by A&R master Tom Zutaut 
(whose previous discoveries include 
Guns N’ Roses and Motley Crue), and 
produced by Mike Clink (who has 
enjoyed success with G N’ R and 
Whitesnake) it seems as if these tal- 
ented Tennessee rockers have every- 
thing going their way.

“Having Ronnie back in the band has 
opened up a number of creative doors 
for us,” lommi said. “There’s no ques- 
tion that he’s a brilliant singer, and a 
gifted lyricist as well. | told him, howev- 
er, that there were to be no lyrics about 
rainbows and wishing wells this time 
around. Those subjects have been done 
to death. 1 don’t deny that Ronnie and | 
had our problems in the past, but those 
do seem to be taken care of. We sat 
down when we first got back together 
and discussed everything quite honestly. 
Once we did that we realized how petty 
the problems really were.” 

Those familiar with the Sabbath story 
must still be in shock over Dio rejoining a 
man he called every dirty name in the 
book at the time of their parting. No one 
familiar with lommi, however, will deny 
that the man does possess considerable 
charm. Hell, he even managed to talk 
Ozzy Osbourne into a one-day Sabbath 
reunion a few years ago for Live Aid, 
shortly after Ozzy had stated he’d never 
even speak to lommi again! So while it 
was certainly surprising that Dio agreed 
to rejoin the Sabbath fold, it must be 
stated that this is a band that’s built its 
Career on surprises since Day One. 

“We do like to keep people 
guessing,” lommi said. “That's why

tion to probe the dark secrets that 
may lurk in lommi’s soul. After all, 
Hobby Shop usually deals with sub- 
jects as controversial as cars and 
girls— not the supposedly demonic 
spirits that have inspired lommi’s music 
with Sabbath for the last 20 years. But, 
hey, we’re not chicken! If the man wants 
to talk about black magic, well, who are 
we to stop him? 

“There's really not that much to dis- 
cuss,” an obviously bemused lommi said. 
“I've never denied that | have a fascina- 
tion with the occult, and that it-has 
played a role in my life, but when people 
start getting into the questions of 
Satanism or things like that, then it’s a 
totally different story. I’ve never pro- 
fessed to being a Satanist.” 

Of course, while lommi perhaps has 
never stated his Satanic beliefs, there are 
those who have worked with him— 
ranging from Ozzy Osbourne to lan 
Gillan— who have made rather pointed 
references to the, shall we say, unusual 
circumstances» under which Black 
Sabbath often records. These include not 
beginning work until after midnight, 
using only candles for illumination, and 
often working in or around ancient 
European monuments noted for their 
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that | have a fascination with 


the occult.” 


we try to accomplish in Black Sabbath,” 
he said. “I don’t think there is a great 
deal of mystery surrounding that. We 
have sung of many spiritual things in the 
past, but many of our subjects are mere- 
ly unusual. | have never been that 
involved with the lyrics. Our vocalists or 
Geezer (long-time bassist Terry Butler) 
have often taken care of those. So any 
lyrical messages that have presented 
unusual subject matter really don’t indi- 
cate any of my beliefs— or theirs either.” 

Today, lommi is very excited about the 
dawning of a new day for Black Sabbath. 
After five years of less than stellar suc- 
cess, when the legendary unit struggled 
on a series of smaller labels looking for a 
path back to the big time, it seems as if 
Sabbath is back stronger than ever. 
Returning to the fold after a lengthy 
absence is leather lunged vocalist Ronnie 
James Dio, who after a successful solo 
career has decided to once again 
attempt to forge a harmonious working 
relationship with lommi. It’s no secret 
that the pair had their problems during 


religious beliefs or my feelings 
about black magic. | like keeping 
the intrigue. As far as Ronnie is con- 
cerned, | think | was as surprised as 
anyone when things actually began 
to work out. | was really the last one to 
know. Geezer had run into Ronnie last 
year in L.A., and they had hit it off again 
right away.

But 
instead of arguing, we've learned to dis- 
cuss, and maybe even to compromise. | 
think the key is that we all want this to 
work. We know that a lot of people are 
very excited about having this.lineup 
back together again. We have our old 
label behind us in America, and the fans 
just seem tobe ready for anything. All | 
can say is that we have no intention of 
letting them down.”

Gruntruck \nside Yours 

Smells like Seattle spirit? Gruntruck’s 
debut release Inside Yours reeks of the 
Seattle scene. Angst is poured heavily over 
the chords which are diced up into nice 
sized chunks and served up a la Black Sab- 
bath. The rhythm plods along like a consti- 
pated penguin. This would have been all 
well and good about a year ago, but now 
that the Seattle scene has exploded, bring- 
ing its ballistic dirge to the masses, Inside 
Yours comes across as redundant. Songs 
like Not a Lot To Save 
and Eyes of Stone 
have the listener play- 
ing guessing games as 
to which Seattle band 
has played that riff 
before. This is unfor- 
tunate for two rea- 
sons; first, the album 
was originally released 
two years ago on the 
tiny eMpTy label, only 
to be re-released now 
by Roadrunner. Sec- 
ond, Ben McMillan, 
one of the original 
engineers of the Seattle scene, is involved 
in this project as the group’s vocalist and 
guitarist. There are a few brights spots on 
the album. The title track contains some 
cool retro-reverb, and Move in Silence 
swells with chunky riffs that furiously blend 
and writhe about like a pig in swill heaven. 
Rating: *** 


Tiamat, The Astral Sleep 

In every town, city and country, you can 
always find a small gang of kids that watch 
too many horror movies. Sweden's Tiamat 
exemplify this rule. With The Astral 
Sleep, the quartet designs a symphony of 
gloom and terror that could bring joy to 
hardcore horror-flick/death-metal addicts. 
In King Diamond/Mercyful Fate style, the 
album begins with the foreboding key- 
board intro of Neo Aeon, a song which 
could engender memories of slasher films 
past that featured a misguided little boy 
named Timmy out for revenge after a 
group of bullies killed his dog. Rather than 
deliver real nasty death/horror metal 
cheese, with the exception of the song The 
Southernmost Voyage, which is too melo- 
dramatic for its own good, Tiamat mix 
together some interesting elements—such 


as the intriguing middle-eastern melody on 
the bridge in Ancient Entity and the classic, 
hooky riffs combined with the tight grind- 
core rhythm of | Am the King. Not devoid 
of flaws, The Astral Sleep does have some 
very dull points. All-too-familiar death 
metal riffs overcome the rest of the album 
to the point where their innovative efforts 
and excellent rapid-fire rhythm seem incon- 
sequential.

Dwarves , Thank Heaven for Little Girls 

There was a time when the Dwarves 
could make the king obscenity, G.G. Allin, 
rub broken bits of glass into his groin just 
a little harder. To hell with the Mentos; 
their feeble attempts at indecency pale in 
comparison with the Dwarves’ classics 
such as a Insect Whore. But it seems as if 
time has eroded their potency. First off, 
the cover of Thank Heaven for Little 
Girls, which features an innocent little girl 
with a skull-and-crossbones tattoo incon- 
spicuously placed on her arm, is not nearly 
as brilliant as the cover for their previous 
release, in which a naked dwarf holding a 


rabbit and two naked women are seen 
covered in blood. Also, their trademark 
minute-long barrages have disappeared, 
replaced by two- or three-minute-long 
songs; whereas a collection of Il Dwarves’ 
tunes would constitute a 13-minute-long 
album, the latest collection of II is 17 min- 
utes long. Even the song Three Seconds, 
which most Dwarves’ fans would expect 
to live up to its title, is a minute and three 
seconds. This petty quibbling aside, the 
quirky, redneck quaintness of Blood 
Brothers Revenge, the cocaine-induced 
velocity of F*** ‘em All and Speed 
Demon, and the scumbag philosophy of 
Lucky Tonight ("Hope | cough up blood 
tonight”) make Thank Heaven for Little 
Girls the best 17 minutes of music one 
could purchase for !2 bucks.

Into Another, Into Another 

Take the art-rock musings of Styx, mix in 
the straight-forward urgency of Judas 
Priest, add a little shake of classic guitar 
and jazz styles, pour in the emotional 
power of Led Zeppelin, and then add the 
cast of Buck Rodgers and the 24th-and-a- 
half century. That is the best way to 


describe Into Another’s self-titled debut. 
They tend to get bogged down in the past 
at certain points where the riffs are a little 
too reminiscent of other progressive and 
classic metal acts. Overdramaticism nearly 
kills the track Underlord. But when they 
head into the future at full warp speed, 
it's nothing short of brilliant. 
Apalindrome, which mixes Spanish and 
middle-eastern melodies with an intrigu- 
ing syncopated rhythm, is the best exam- 
ple. Perhaps the most innovative member 
of the group is vocalist Richie Birkenhead 
who exhibits a resounding use of falsetto 
in Splinters. He tends to get a bit too 
nasal from time to time, but his nasal 
whine is similar to that of Ozzy Osbourne. 
Into Another show great promise with this 
release. If they could just look straight 
into the future, as they do on Robot 
Whales, rather than admire the past, 
which only works for them on the beauti- 
ful acoustic ditty For Lack of a Better 
World, they could tap an unexplored tun- 
dra and lead the way to new innovations, 
which good musicians should always do.

Outface, Outface 

Mixing melodic intrigue of ska and reg- 
gae with the unbridled power of metal 
and hardcore is nothing new; it has been 
done by Bad Brains, the Mighty, Mighty 
Bosstones, 24-7 Spyz, and many other 
bands. Outface, a quartet from Cleve- 
land, Ohio, show promise on their self- 
titled demo to giving this mixture a fresh 
face. When the group tries to do 
straight-forward thrash, it tends to fail 
because it’s too similar to past achieve- 
ments of other groups. /nk Blot, an emo- 
tional roller coaster ride, lead by the 
musings of Charlie Bucket’s guitar and 
Not Cut Out, an urgent and tight compo- 
sitions are the only exceptions. Part of 
the reason that their thrash adventures 
fail to gel is due to the baritone vocals of 
Simon Verde. His voice doesn't weld 
properly with the melody, but when they 
start mixing in ska, the exact opposite is 
true. Verde, as well as the rest of the 
group, is at his best on Petals. If the 
group can anchor Verde’s vocals down to 
the melody more often, Outface could 
soar straight to the top of the 
ska/funk/jazz/progressive metal heap.

DEF LEPPARD, ADRENALIZE 

It's been more than four years since Def 
Leppard released their historic album, 
Hysteria, a disc that proceeded to sell in 
excess of 12 million copies world wide. In 
the intervening years, this English unit has 
suffered through the death of guitarist 
Steve Clark, whose stinging lead lines are 
sorely missed on the group’s latest venture, 
Adrenalize. Guitarist Phil Collen does his 
best to make up for Clark's loss on such 
hard-hitting new tunes as White Lightning 
and Let's Get Rocked, and vocalist Joe 
Elliot has never sounded better. But one 
must wonder if today’s more sophisticated 
metal audience will still be quite as enam- 
ored with the Leps’ upbeat pop/metal 
approach. This unquestionably Def 
Leppard’s best album ever— the question 
is if the audience that once made them the 
most successful band in metal history is still 
there to support them. 


LYNCH MOB, LYNCH MOB 

Big things were expected from guitarist 
George Lynch following the breakup of 
Dokken. Unfortunately, the first album 
offered by Lynch Mob, Wicked 
Sensation, failed to excite the masses on 
either a commercial or artistic level. 
Changes were obviously required, so out 
went vocalist Oni Logan and in came new 
singer Robert Mason. With their new line- 
up intact the Lynch Mob has now present- 
ed the rock world with their self-titled new 
LP— and a major step forward it is. From 
the burning fury of Tangled In The Web, to 
the acoustic tenderness of Dream Until 
Tomorrow, Lynch Mob is an album that 
has something for every music fan. While 
Mason’s vocals occasionally sound haunt- 
ingly similar to Logan’s, he does bring a 
passion and fire to his work that helps take 
the Mob to new heights. As always, how- 
ever, Lynch’s guitar work remains stellar- 


presenting some of the fastest-fingered, 


most complex leads in the rock universe. 


YNGWIE MALMSTEEN, FIRE & ICE 

For a number of years many rock fans 
believed that if you had one Yngwie 
Malmsteen album, you had ‘em all. Let's 
face it, the guy's an absolutely brilliant gui- 
tarist, but as far as songwriting goes, his 
albums were about as barren as the Sahara 
Desert. Well, all that changes on Fire & 
Ice. Yes, Malmsteen’s axe work is still 
world-class (even if it is a bit more 
restrained at times), but now there are

actual songs housing his silicone-slick leads. 
Surrounded by a band that appears totally 
sympathetic to Malmsteen’s often egocen- 
tric musical needs, such new songs as 
Perpetual, Dragonfly and Teaser give ample 
evidence that Malmsteen is finally coming 
of age. 


D.A.D., RISKIN’ IT ALL 

Few bands have entered the rock biz 
with more hype than Denmark's favorite 
hard rock export, D.A.D. When their debut 
album, No Fuel Left For The Pilgrim, 
proved to be a major disappointment, 
instead of sulking, the band returned 
home and went to work on their next 
dynamic disc. That effort, Riskin’ It All, is 
still a quirky, often confusing amalgam of 
styles and sounds, but it does represent a 
major step towards the mainstream for 
vocalist Jesper Binzer and the boys. Check

SPINAL TAP, BREAK LIKE THE WIND
